Senatorial inquisition for the first time 
in bis long career of money king, J. 
Plerpont Morgan told the Clapp com- 
mittee, today, his ? 150,000 contribu- 
tions to the 1904 Republican war chest 
were made for the good of the people 
and with no expectation of 
return. 


Morgan's assumption of the role of 
philanthropist came as the climate of 
a. lonp: series of questions as to the 
various financial and railroad Interests 
which contributed to the Republican 
fund. 


"I" want it distinctly .understood," 


the financier finally declared, raising 
his voice above the 
ordinary con- 


versational tone in which, he had been 
testifying, "that S. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany never made a single subscrip- 
tion with any promise or expectation. 
of any return; but only that 
they 


doomed 
it 
advantageous 
to 
the 


country and the people. 
We never 


had applications from any candidate, 
and we only subscribed for the good 
of the people and the country. 
"We 


never got any return and never ex- 
pected any. "We were all In harmony; 
it was necessary for the good of the 
country. 
"We never expected any re- 


turn, and we never got any, either," 
he repeated. 


Morgan said he made two separate 


contributions, 
one 
of 
¥100,000 
on 


October 24, 1904, and on November 1, 
$50,000. 
Th,e last-named was donat- 


ed, he testified, because of the neces- 
sities of the New York. State situation. 


"Was there any intention to support 


the Democratic nominee?"

asked. 


"It I'd thought It better for the 


country," replied Morgan, "I'd have 
done it." 


Morgan said he understood Cor- 


nelius Bliss, former Governor O'Dell 
of New York, and Chairman Cortelyou

fund of ?250,000, the amount of the 
Harriman fund, in November, 1904; 
but that ?50~,000 was all he could" af- 
ford. 
Morgan contributed 530,000 to

"Wall street interests in politics.

admitted

which politics were discussed, with 
E. H. Harriman, President Mellen, of 
the New Haven railroad and others, 
including- his partner, George 
"W. 


Perkins, then head of ths Equitable 
Life Insurance Company. The money 
baron, took pains to make it under- 
stood he never expected returns. Ho 
said lie may have thought of being 
benefltted, but he followed this with 
the critical observation that "grati- 
tude is a scarce commodity, I have 
found." He said the Republicans sent 
Bliss to him when they wanted money'. 


When asked why Cortelyou, visited 


him, he said, "I suppose he came for 
mora money," and grinned at the re- 
mark. Morgan was sworn, by Senator 
Clapp, chairman of the 
committee.
